Sons of Philadelphia were the indi- 
viduals to feel the wrath of the govern- 
ment. 

The Merchants’ and Millers’ Trans- 
portation Company was indicted three 
times, once as a sole offender and twice 
in connection with the Seaboard Air 
and the Atlantic Coast Line Ra- 
way. Morris F. Miller and Harvie C. 
Miner of Philadelphia were 
ly and placed under bonds of 
$25,000 each 

Dates are given when the individual 
defendants are alleged to have 
shipments over the lines named at rates 
less than those on file with the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. it is al- 
leged that from Western point to Phila- 
deiphia, the Millers obtained export 
rates, where the law demanded that 
they should be shipped under domestic 
rates. This saved them from one to 
three cents upon every hundred pounds 
of grain shipped 

The Miller brothers put t Ives in 
the jurisdiction of the United States 
Court for the Southern District of 
Georgia through their shipments into 
this district over he lines of three wr- 
porations irdicte. 

The investigation arose from com- 
plaints registered with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission during the sum- 
mer to the effect that the Miller firm 
had effectively dehtroyed competition 
in grain shipments-over an enormous 
territory,. embracing points along the 
Mississippi and Ohio rivers and in the 
South Atlantic States.

Whatever 
may have once been the attitude of 
critical railroad men as a whole to- 
ward them, it is undoubted that a con- 
siderable number of operating officials 
now heartily approve them, as their 
enlarged and rapidily-extending use 
testifies. Several of our leading trunk- 
line companies have adopted them with 
satisfaction, and, after practical ex- 
perience, have given orders for addi- 
tional installations on other parts of 
their systems. 

It is claimed for the telephone sys- 
tem of dispatching that, as compared 
with the telegraph, it is quicker, safer 
and more accurate, having the 
additional advantage of not requiring 
a specially-trained operator to make 
its services available in an emergency, 
although as operated regularly in rail- 
road practice there is a certain method 
followed to ingure accuracy and speed.

Furthermore, 
at stations where an opeator is em- 
ployed only in daytime, a telephone set 
may be placed against the wall, with a 
door leading outside, so that a con- 
ductor, equipped with a key, may open 
the cabinet and use the instrument 
without entering the office.

That part of the mining plant which is called the 
pulsators includes the jig Machines and shaking tables, 
which finally sort the diamonds out of the crowd of in- 
ferior minerals. In the pulsators, as the name im- 
plies, everything is literally “on the jump.” 

Before going to the jig machines the concentrate is 
graded by means of cylindrical sieves into five sizes.

DEVELOPMENT.

rr, to some readers, this ijttle narrative seems re- 


] markable and extraordinary, or wholiy fictitious, let 
us remember that remarkable and extraordinary 
events along the pathway of ovr carthly pilgrimage are 
known to each and all of us.

Then, there is the question of housing the poor of 
our large cities. This has already become a live ques- 
tion in the rapidly growing city of Los Angeles. The 
woman supervisor of the City Housing Committee re- 
cently stated, in an address before delegates to a city- 
planning conference, that “the slum condition of Los 
Angeles is the worst on the continent.” This surely 
must be somewhat of an exaggeration. At any rate, 
our slums are at present small in extent. They will, 
however, grow with the growth of the city, if we do 
not take precautions. It is proposed to erect inex- 
pensive sanitary concrete houses, to be rented at a low 
price that will yet yield a moderate rate of interest. 
This is another fertile field for those who desire to 
combine philanthropy with 5 per cent. per annum. 

Yet another field for effort in this direction is the 
lending of money at a moderate rate of interest on 
collateral securtity to people who are temporarily em- 
barrassed. This work has been brought to a stage of 
high perfection by the Mont de Piete in Paris which 
has a number of branches scattered through that city. 
The Associated Charities of Los Angeles is contem- 
plating a movement of this kind. 

A dispatch from New York recently published in The 
Times told how the Russell Sage foundation, estab- 
lished by Mrs. Sage as a memorial to her husband for 
the institution of a model suburban city, proposes to 
utilize a tract of 412 acres, nine miles from New York, 
laying out a town for 1500 families. The initial expcn- 
diture will be $2,250,000.

meal. Lemon juice should always be substituted for for 
vinegar. 


There was published in The Times recently a special 


article on eating in Los Angeles, describing the various 
kinds of restaurants—French, Italian, Spanish, etc 

The wiiter of the article bewalled the fact that we 
have no typical California dish. What is the matter, in 
this land of everlasting spring, with a salad of fruit, 
leaves, and nuts? The editor of the Care of the Body 
offers this suggestion: Take any fruit in season, peel 
and cut it up; also two bananas scraped and sliced 
thin. If you can't get California bananas use the im- 
ported. Chop up the heart of a crisp, young lettuce 
with a little watercress (cufting off the lower part of 
the stems.) or nasturtium leaves, and chopped celery. 
Over a bowl of this sprinkle three heaping tablespoon- 
fuls of ground California almonds. Bleach the al- 
monds, then bake them in the oven to a light brown 
color before grinding them fine. Or for almonds you 
may sometimes substitute California, walnuts, finely 
ground. Pit and chop up a dozen large ripe California 
olives. Over this sprinkle the juice of a large orange 


or lemon juice should be used. There is enough oll in 
the huts and olives, and enough acid in the orange 
juice. 

Garnish with nasturtium flowers, if you can get them. 
If you want to give it a name you can call it “Care of 
the Body” salad. This dish is at once nourishing, 
wholesome, and appetizing. 

Eat more green stuff and less bread, and mush, and 
other cereal food and your health will improve.
